Stay Awake! 

"Stay awake! For you do not know on which day your Lord will come." On 
Tuesday I visited the second grade classes at St. Elizabeth Seton School. We were 
talking about Advent and how we watch for the Second Coming of Christ, so I 
asked them when it would happen. I was not expecting any of the children to 
know much about the topic. But one little girl raised her hand and said, "No one 
knows, not even Jesus. Only God does. That's what my mom told me." I was 
amazed how clearly she articulated what we believe. It was obvious that the faith 
is discussed in her home. They must be a family who is watching for the Lord. 

How will you be watchful this Advent? For me, staying awake means 
finding time for quiet. Being always on the run hinders spiritual awareness. 
Silence is key for being tuned into God's presence. This past week, I had a cold. 
But I find that sickness always causes me to stop and reflect. It is an opportunity 
for renewed spiritual awareness. 

The Gospel for this Sunday uses a strong metaphor for the unknown 
coming of Christ. He will come "like a thief in the night. " So we ought to be like 
the master of the house who "stayed awake and not let this house be broken into." 
When I lived in McLaughlin, our rectory was broken into on three different 
occasions. After that, I had nightmares of a thief breaking in during the night. 
Sometimes, I woke up in the middle of the night because I thought that I heard 
someone trying to break in. My point is that watching for a thief is a whole 
different level of watchfulness. 

The image of the Lord coming like a thief struck the imagination of the 
early Christians. It was used by three New Testament authors. 

"For you yourselves know very well that the day of the Lord will come like a 
thief at night" (1 Thes. 5:2). 

"The Lord is not slow in keeping his promise . ... He is patient with you, not 
wanting anyone to perish, but everyone to come to repentance. But the day of 
the Lord will come like a thief, and then . . . everything done on it will be found 
out" (2 Pet. 3:9-10). 

"If you are not watchful, I will come like a thief, and you will never know at 
what hour I will come upon you. " Rev. 3:3 

Do you have a spiritual plan for Advent? What if you sent aside 10-15 
minutes a day for silence and the daily readings? Consider coming to adoration 
on Wednesdays for silent prayer before the Holy Eucharist. How about praying 
the rosary as a family after dinner, or reading the daily Gospel and asking each 
person to repeat one phrase that stood out for them? 

Will you take time for confession? This sacrament is essential to being 
spiritually awake. It offers the grace to see ourselves in God's light. We will 
celebrate Communal Penance with eight priests at 7:00 PM Tuesday, December 
3 ^.
